“Business as usual” is now “anyone's 
guess” and it started a minute after the polls 
closed on Tuesday the 8th when the news 
media declared a successful gubernatorial 
recall election and a new Governor-elect, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

History was made when a near record 
number of voters demanded change and they 
got it. The hoopla and hype, the brooms held 
high to sweep clean the halls of the Sacra- 
mento capital, and the large busses with huge 
faces of a smiling actor; may have looked 
like a Hollywood movie promotion, but was 
equally effective as political strategy. 


So now what? After losing the race for 
governor, Lt. Governor Cruz Bustamante 


declared, “I’m going to corroborate, but I’m 
not going to capitulate.” Unlike Busta- 


mante, who was duly elected last year, ap- 
proximately 1100 of the Davis-appointed 


staff must now turn in their resignations. 


Those who eventually replace them will be- 


gin the process of surrounding themselves 


with support staff that shares the same po- 
litical vision. It is estimated that nearly 3000 
staff will be removed or changed during what 
could easily be a rocky transition. 

Catalyst for change 

Within 48 hours of the election results, 
Davis appointed five judges and a commis- 
sioner. He scrambled to fill other vacancies 
and to sign nearly 300 bills before the change 
of administration that must happen before 
the deadline of certification on November 
15th. Suddenly, what previously took months 
of deliberation has urgently become clear

“Poof!” City incentives for San 
Jose small businesses disappear

“No more business as usual” 
Ron Gonzales anounced in a recent 
press release. “We must get our 
families back to work.” 

“We must do everything 
within our powers to help busi- 
nesses to create opportunities and 
prosperity tor our entire commu- 
nity, and we must end City Hall’s 
uncertainty, complexity, and delay 
that gets in the way of achieving 
this goal.” 

In late August. Gonzales and 
the council held a weeklong “study 
session” to determine how the city 
government could best keep and 
attract San Jose jobs. In the initial 
list of recommendations, fee and 
tax relief for businesses were pro- 
posed. But at the Sept. 30th city 
council meeting, Jim Cunneen of 


the Silicon Valley Chamber of 


the 
Chamber’s disappointment that a 
reduction in permits and fees for 


Commerce expressed 


small businesses had been re- 
moved from the city’s intial list of 
reforms. “Poof,” it just disap- 
peared, according to Cunneen. 
Mr. Cunneen pointed out that 


the permits and fees the city re- 
quires small businesses to assume 
sometimes cost more than the ac- 
tual work covered by the permit! 
Imagine, a city permit! Imagine, a 
city permit costing more than the 
improvement or repairs made by a 
business. What a disincentive! 

Also heard at the Sept 30th 
council meeting was the sentiment 
that there should be more, large 
construction projects employ lots 
of people, are they really necessary 
in this post dot-com era where 
there is currently record high va- 
cancy rates? 

The council’s proposal to 
“green light” projects that conform 
to the city’s general plan might be 
good politics, but is it good policy? 
Will these development projects 
provide an overall benefit to the 
city, or will they simply be a ben- 
efit to the political careers needed 
in the near term, or are they sim- 
ply “make-work” projects de- 
signed to satify certain interests? 

What governments can and 
should do is enforce a code of law 
that protects life and property and 
establishes the optimal balance be- 
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tween individual liberty and social 
order. It is in such an environment 
that businesses flourish and job 
creation takes place. 

If the city council wants to im- 
prove the local economy they 
should enforce the law, stop micro- 
managing the economy. When did 
the city government of San Jose 
obtain the authority or acquire the 
knowledge to define and direct San 
Jose commerce? 

One final note of the Sept 
30th meeting: 

A citizen who addresed the 
council complained of not being 
able to read the update memo that 
the council was working from be- 
cause not enough copies were 
made available to the public. The 
citizen identified herself as a mem- 
ber of the League of Women Vot- 
ers. 

How can the members of the 
council claim that they seek the 
will of the people and that they dili- 
gently conduct “public outreach” 
when they don’t even make sure 
that everyone who attends a coun- 
cil meeting has access to relevant 
material?s=2

La depresión es una enfer- 
medad que afecta a casi 17 
millones de estadounidenses. 
Entre las personas más propensas 
a padecer de depresión, están las 
que tienen un historial de de- 
presión en la familia: enfermeda- 
des crónicas como la tiroides, dia- 
betes o presión alta: las que to- 
man ciertos medicamentos como 
anticonceptivos orales, esterol- 
des. y medicinas para la presión 
alta; las que abusan de las bebidas 
alcohólicas © drogas; las perso- 
nas adictas cuando suspenden el 
consumo de alcohol o drogas: y 
las personas que han experimen- 
tado situaciones traumáticas y 
difíciles en su vida. 

La depresión afecta al doble 
de las mujeres que a los hombres. 
y es la causa más influyente de 
suicidio en los jóvenes. En la ma- 
yoría de los casos. la depresión 
en los ancianos, pasa sin ser apro- 
piadamente diagnosticada y tra- 
tada. Esto debido a que podría ser 
cofundida con otros desordenes 
cerebrales asociados con el 
proceso senil de Alzheimer. 

Hay tres tipos básicos de de- 
presión: la depresión clínica que 
es cuando la persona experimenta 
algunos o todos los síntomas casi 
todos los días por más de dos 
semanas; la depresión bipolar que

Ina Monday ruling that must 
sull be ratified by the body's gen 
eral council next Week, the over- 
sight commission of the Federal 
Electoral Institute (FE) imposed 
a 545 million peso ($49 million) 
fine on the Alliance for Change 
coalition, comprising the conser- 
vative National Action Party. or 
PAN, and Mexico's Green Party.
